5 incidents— including a triple 
homicide— left 7 people dead

Seven liomicides were recorded Nov 5, making it the deadliest day of the 
year so far, a RedEye analysis of preliminary police data found. 

At 2:10 a.m., a 23-year-old man was shot to death in the 1300 block of 
South Troy Street in North Lawndale, officials said. 

About an hour-and-a-half later, a 19 -year-old man was fatally shot in the 
1100 block of North Ashland Avenue in West Town, according to police. 

At about noon, a 34-year-old man was shot to death in the 300 block of 
North Pine Avenue in Austin, police said. 

Nearly two hours later, a man was beaten to death in the 3700 block of 
West Jackson Boulevard in East Garfield Park, according to officials. 

And at 5 p.m., two men and one woman, each 21 years old, were shot to 
death in the 400 block of East 87th Street in Chatham, police said. 

The second-deadliest day of the year was July 29, when six people 
were fatally shot in separate incidents, RedEye data shows. 

Meanwhile, Auburn Gresham, Riverdale and Roseland each have 
logged more than one homicide this month, according to RedEye data. 

In Riverdale, four men were shot to death Nov 2 in the 500 block of 
East 130th Street, police said. 

In Auburn Gresham, a man was fatally shot in the 1400 block of West 
84th Street and a 54-year-old man was shot to death in the 9000 block of 
South Halsted Street on Nov 10. Six days earlier, a 55-year-old woman was 
beaten to death in the 8800 block of South Wallace Street, police said. 

In Roseland, a 26 -year-old man was shot to death Nov 9 in the 200 
block of West 113th Street, police said. Live days earlier, a 21-year-old 
man was fatally shot in the 300 block of West 104th Place, accord- 
ing to officials. 

Citywide, gunshot homicides have been recorded in the last 
two weeks in Gage Park, the Lower West Side, New City, 
Washington Heights, Washington Park, West Pullman and 
Woodlawn, RedEye data shows. 

Meanwhile, a 54-year-old woman was strangled to 
death Nov 2 in Uptown; a 47-year-old man died from 
asphyxia Nov 3 in Albany Park; and a 39 -year-old man 
died of sharp force injuries Nov 7 in Oakland, ac- 
cording to officials. 

Twenty-seven homicides have been logged so 
far in November. Police recorded 32 homi- 
cides in November 2010, RedEye found.

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Bar scene goes high-tech

Need to know how crowded John Barleycorn is right now? 
Or whether there are more women than men at ^^rtigo Sky 
Tjounge? How about the average age of patrons at School- 
yard Tavern? If you're in Chicago, there's an app for that. 

SceneTap, a mobile and application that launched 
in Chicago in July, uses cameras to gather information for 
its facial detection software, which provides real-time 
stats on the age, sex and number of patrons in more than 
50 Chicago bars* 

While the app does not reveal any identifying informa- 
tion about patrons (no identifying photos or video are 
posted for the public), anyone can log onto scenetap.com 
to check out statistics on how full a bar is (given as a per- 
centage), the ratio of men to women and the average age 
of the crowd at bars that have the SceneTap “data detec- 
tors” installed by the company 

^That's just sort of the verbiage we like to use so that it 
doesn't scare people,” SceneTap CEO Cole Harper said. 
“WeVe not videotaping and no one is viewing the footage. 
It's truly just eyes for the software.” 

The software scans images for features it recognizes 
as faces— eyes, nose, jawline— then draws a circle around 
that face. It then uses algorithms to determine a person’s 
gender (based on factors such as makeup, hair length and 
facial features) and an estimated age. Cameras are posi- 
tioned near entrances. 

A recent New York Times article compared the facial 
recognition technolog)^ used by apps such as SceneTap to 
something out of sci-li films, but Harper says concerns 
over privacy have been minor. 

“We haven't gotten a whole lot of negative feedback, 
but we've gotten some questions,” Harper said. 

For Sharone Mitchell, 28 of 'Wicker Park, it isn’t the 
SceneTap technology itself that’s questionable, but the 
people who use it. 

“It’s kind of weird, but it’s not like I’m gonna call the 
ACLU about it,” says Mitchell, who works part time as a 
bar trivia host for his company Chicago Trivia Guys. “But 
Fd feel like a creep going to a bar based on seeing that 
there are a lot more girls there.”

Protesters looking 
to shut Wall Street 


D NEW YORK Occupy Wall Street protest- 
ers hope to rebound Thursday with a 
march on the New \brk Stock Exchange to 
show their battle against economic inequal- 
ity still has life after they were evicted from a 
nearby park. 

Most rallies by the 2-month-old movement 
have numbered in the hundreds of people in 
New York, but protesters and city officials ex- 
pect thousands of demonstrators to pour into 
the Wall Street area at 7 a.m. Eastern time to 
try to stop workers from getting to their desks 
in the financial district. 

It will be a test of whether Occupy Street 

and the loose-knit global alliance it inspired will 
fkle away or grow after police cleared a camp 
of hundreds of protesters from Zuccotti Park 
in lower Manhattan on Tuesday 


“T'his movement is really not about tents 
as much as it is about an idea,’^ spokesman Ed 
Needham said ‘H^hcre^s also going to be events 
in 100 countries around the world {'I'hursday].^^ 
Occupy Wall Street plans to shut down the 
home of the New York Stock Exchange and the 
heart of American capitalism to kick off a day 
of protests. But the movement acknowledged 
tight security was likely to prevent protesters 
from getting close to the stock exchange. 

Another protest spokesman, Mark Bray said 
*^thc idea is to inconvenience Wall Street bank- 
ers gping to work, not to hurt anyone, W; arc 
committed to nonviolent civil disobedience.” 

Authorities were prepared for an influx of 
protesters and aimed to balance public safety 
with their right to free speech, said Howard 
Wolfson, a New York deputy mayor.

What does it take to be a Matador-besides 
baring and shaking your big belly? Everette 
Michael Jackson, a Matador since 2009, ex- 
plains five must-haves for members of the Bulls 
dance group.

At 375 pounds, Everette Michael Jackson is the last guy you might 
expect, or perhaps want to see, getting down to LMFAO’s macho 
dance jam “Sexy and I Know It.” 

But his larger-than-life physique and personality (he says he 
once started a spontaneous dance party at Moe’s Cantina in Wrig- 
leyville) are just the right size for the Matadors. The/re a crew of 
primarily overweight male dancers who happily and humorously 
strut their supersize stuff at Bulls games. 

“Of all the [Bulls dance] groups, they relate to every single per- 
son in that crowd,” said choreographer Lisa Dajani, a former Luv- 
abull and co-owner of Picture Us Different Dance Studio in Park 
Ridge. “For a minute and a half, the crowd can just have fiin and 
release the tension and stress of the game.” 

When that next game will be is uncertain; after the NBA play- 
ers rejected the owners’ latest deal Monday, the entire season is in 
jeopardy But the Bulls still held Matadors auditions recently at 
the UIC Flames Athletic Center for the 2011-12 season. 

Even though Jackson, a 26 -year-old North Center resident, has 
been a Matador since 2009, he and the other veterans had to go 
toe to toe against each other and four new hopefuls for spots on 
the squad. 




At the auditions, Dajani led the red-and-black-sporting con- 
tenders through her swagger-soaked “Sexy” routine, step by step, 
section by section, before candidates and teacher busted their 
moves to the music. 

There was a bit of belly rubbing here, some saucy hip shakes 
there, plus muscle flexing, self-spanking and a whole lot of wig- 
gling. For the most part Matadors director Cathy Core silently 
judged from the sidelines, but she wasn’t shy about pinching her 
nose when she felt the freestyling was flat. 

Among those literally sweating through the audition was Corie 
Paige of Joliet, a 32-year-old forklift driver and a member of the 
Matadors since their inaugural 2003-04 season. Before the Mata- 
dors, Paige’s dancing experience was limited to the shower. But as 
the self-proclaimed “life of the party” and “biggest Bulls fans ever,” 
Paige had to audition that first year, and has every year since. 

“I just wanted to entertain anyone who wants to see a big guy 
move,” he said. “My kids think I’m an idol, my wife thinks I’m 
crazy half the time, so it balances out.”

Occasionally the group is booked to perform in 
other states and has danced in Greece and Turkey 

But the biggest benefit for these performers is entertaining 
tens of thousands of Bulls fans, said 34-year-old Kevin Blanchard 
of Bronzeville, a Matador since the group’s first season. 

“Seeing the smiles on the fans’ faces ... it’s a high you can’t get 
from nothing else,” Blanchard said.

'rhree years and three films into “'I'he 
'Iwilight Saga,” Robert Pattinson can 
see the finish line for the role that made 
him famous. 

With the release of “Breaking 
Dawn— Part i” late'l'hursday, he knows 
that the whirlwind surrounding him 
and his castmates is about to peak. 
Then subside. He says he’s relishing the 
end, and he’s taking it all in: the atten- 
tion, the career boost and the way his 
peers have coped with the sudden fame 
of a film scries whose fans arc nothing if 
not fanatical. 

“lam constantly amazed that no one 
has gone totally crazy,” he says, chuck- 
ling. “Everybody has their own way of 
coping.

'fhey’ve grown up in the eye of the 
storm. I learn from how they’ve dealt 
with fame. For me, that’s obviously the 
most overwhelming ... thing I’ve had 
to deal with. You learn a lot about the 
world and a lot about people when you 
and they go through something like 
this.” 

That “something like this” has been 
in evidence since before the first film 
opened. Pattinson was an all-but-un- 
known 21-ycar-old, best known for a 
glorified cameo as Cedric Diggory in

Tim Guinee, one of his co-stars in

Pattinson knows that he’s in select 
company, having come from almost no- 
where to star in three spectacularly suc-

Elijah Wood is getting 
his hobbit on— again

Now that production has started on Peter 
Jackson’s highly anticipated “Lord of the 
Rings” prequels, star Elijah Wood is giving E! 
News some info on “The Hobbit.” 

“They’re gonna be big,” Elijah said Sunday 
of the two upcoming flicks, titled “The Hob- 
bit: An Unexpected Journey” and “The Hob- 
bit: There and Back Again.” “The audience is 
huge. The anticipation for ‘The Hobbit’ has 
been so massive for so long.” 

Just how massive? The three “Lord of the 
Rings” movies grossed almost $3 billion 
worldwide, but Wood, 30, says he doesn’t see 
it as a competition. 

“I don’t even know if they’re meaning to 
outdo them,” the actor says of the prequels. 

Wood’s character Erodo Baggins is the star 
of the “LOTR” trilogy, and has controversially 
been added to the “Hobbit” prequels, as has 
Cate Blanchett’s character Galadriel and Or- 
lando Bloom’s elf Legolas. 

The idea may have its detractors, but Wood 
explained how the “LOTR” characters can ap- 
pear in Jackson’s “Hobbit” movies when they 
weren’t in J.R.R. Tolkien’s book. 

“The idea is that there are things actually 
happening historically at the same time the 
story of ‘The Hobbit’ is taking place, they 
just weren’t written in ‘The Hobbit,’ ” he said. 
“They were written in appendices and exter- 
nal pieces ... that’s kind of where a lot of that 
is coming from.” 

Wood may be biased, but he thinks the ad- 
ditions are going to work. 

“It’s going to feel like a nice transitional 
piece,” he said. “I think it’s going to be a great 
amalgam of a fresh new approach with plac-

I’ve rung in the past three years in Chicago 
establishments, celebrating at overpriced bar 
parties, friends’ houses and small neighbor- 
hood sjx>ts.

Your 
favorite low-key spot can become the most 
crowded place on the block. The sure-thing 
party to which you bought advance tickets 
could be filled with the worst people you 
went to high school with.

So, what to do? Say it with me now: I^wer 
your expectations. 

It’s that simple. New Year’s Eve isn’t the 
only party night of the year.

The spirit of beer 


Would you believe this 
clear liquor started out 
as a regular ol’ brewski? 
Meet Aventinus bierbrand

Schneider-Weisse Aventinus Weizen-Eisbock 
is one of the world’s great beers. On rate- 
beer.com, for instance, a "Yelp-like site for 
beer fiends to post reviews, the beer scores a 
99 out of loo. 

Mahogany in color, the beer has an aroma 
that brings to mind ripe plums and bananas 
and a multifarious flavor that has hints of 
bananas, strawberries, chocolate, cloves and 
honey 

For most importers, having a world-class 
brew in their portfolio would suffice. After 
all, that’s their business. But Schneider- 
Weisse’s importer, B. United International, is 
not like most importers. The company seeks 
to find and spur its producer clients to create 
new and innovative products, says Matthias 
Neidhart, B. United’s president. 

Perhaps no effort optimizes that mindset 
more than the Zymatore project, B. United’s 
effort to convince its breweries and distill- 
eries to produce barrel-aged beers, meads, 
sakes and distilled spirits that challenge 
the status quo by blurring the lines dividing 
beers, spirits, wines and meads. 

“We want to do something different,” 
Neidhart said. 

It was as part of the Zymatore project 
that about eight years ago B. United decided 
to find a distillery that could transform 
Schneider-Weisse Aventinus Weizen-Eisbock 
into a beer brandy, or bierbrand. Similar in 
flavor to white whiskey, bierbrand is simply 
beer that’s been distilled into a spirit. 

Roughly 214 years passed before B. United 
and Schneider-Weisse settled on a produc- 
er— the family-owned distillery and meadery 
Schraml— that they felt captured the beer’s 
unique complexity 

But the time was well-spent, Neidhart 
says, because everyone involved believed that 
because they were distilling an exceptional 
beer, the resulting spirit should be the equal 
of a fine cognac or whiskey 

“We wanted to showcase to our customers 
that truly world-class brewers are producing 
some of the finest products in the world,” he 
said. 

The result, Edelster Aventinus, does the 
beer justice. While it has an aroma and flavor 
wholly its own, it does capture elements of 
the beer’s complex aroma and array of vanilla.

Hilarity on hold 



Delays push back opening 
of Laugh Factory Chicago

Inside the redone Lakeshore Theater, the 
change is stark enough to shock those who 
remember the old space. 

The carpet and even the floors under 
it are new. The paint is fresher than the 
woodwork. The giant new “Laugh Factory” 
sign looms over a brand new stage in a per- 
formance space that no longer looks like a 
down-at-the-heels movie theater. 

Peering down on it from the new, U- 
shaped balcony, everything appears, at most, 
hours away from being ready to go. But the 
result of this nearly yearlong gut rehab at 
3175 N. Broadway still is at least four weeks 
away from opening, Laugh Factory Chicago 
owner Jamie Masada said Wednesday dur- 
ing an interview in the club, which once was 
touting a summer debut. And that’s if the 
still-necessary city approvals come quickly, 
rarely a safe assumption in Chicago. 

Masada, whose L.A. Laugh Factory has 
hosted most of comedy’s superstars over the 
past three decades, said “I have only myself 
to blame” for delays, saying the work needed 
was much more extensive and the expense 
“10 times” what he had anticipated. 

But as 60 -inch plasma TVs lean against the 
new bar in the lobby, waiting to be mounted 
above the stage, and as the new bathrooms 
sparkle where the old ones festered, Masada 
was upbeat about the project, emphasizing 
that his primary goal before opening is to 
make sure things are just right. (The club 
would not allow photographs until every- 
thing is finished.) 

“It’s a lot of money,” he said. “But I want to 
make it a landmark.” 

Add Laugh Factory Chicago’s slow jour- 
ney to a delay in the opening of The Second 
City’s new Up Comedy Club — from the first 
standup going on in early December to, now, 
Jan. 19 (Dov Davidoff) — and Chicago’s an- 
ticipated comedy glut is feeling more like a 
comedy waiting game. 

At Second City, president Diana Mar- 
tinez blamed “timeline issues with licens- 
ing”— Second City’s city licenses are also not 
coming through as quickly as hoped. But she 


said “construction continues,” and the room, 
which also will feature improv and kids 
shows, should be ready for the press Dec. i 
and host its first public performance, a Sec- 
ond City “History of Chicago,” on Dec. 21. 

At Laugh Factory, a quick rehab always 
seemed unlikely Anybody who had visited 
Chris Ritter’s Lakeshore, which he tried for 
three years to make into a showcase for alter- 
native comics such as Jim Jefferies and Maria 
Bamford, knew that infrastructure was not 
the strong suit of the room, opened in 1913 
as a movie theater. 

In pulling the plug on his project in April 
2010, Ritter cited an inability to afford nec- 
essary renovations as one of his main rea- 
sons. 


But Masada came in late last year, thinking 
about opening his first Chicago-area Laugh 
Factory outpost since he had one, briefly, in 
Aurora decades ago, he said. 

The 51-year-old walked in the neighbor- 
hood for a couple of weeks and came to 
believe that he could make a go of the Lake- 
shore space, he said, with partners includ- 
ing comic and Chicago-area native Tom 
Dreesen; music producer Quincy Jones, who 
partly was raised in Chicago; and comic and 
TV star Tim Allen. 

For a potential first act— the uncertain 
timing makes it tough to know for sure — 
Masada said he has talked to or will talk to 
performers including Dreesen, Allen, Dave 
Chappelle and Dane Cook.

The Swede is actually Norwegian. And 
youTe half Norwegian. Did you hit up your 
relatives for accent help? 

I went to university in Oslo and learned the 
language. So I have a rusty rusty Norwegian 
that I get to exercise on a regular basis with 
my dear father. Most of our conversations 
are in Norwegian. And then when I speak 
with my family in Norway it’s almost always 
in Norwegian as well. 

Do you see The Swede as a villain? 

Wcllj you knowj somebody has to lay down 
the rule of the law^ right? ... When some- 
body says, ‘*Oh, you’re plapng the villain.” 

[r think} Oh, Vm playing the what? The vil- 
lain? No, he’s not a villain. "Vbu always want 
to blame the guy who has to be papa. 

He's just doing his job, right? 

Everyone has to survive in this town. It’s not 
called I let! on Wheels for just a fun little 
name. It’s filled with murderers and thieves 
and someone who would steal the last penny 
out of their mother’s purse. This is a very 
violent pbce. ... And he’s the guy who has to 
try and keep law and order in a lawless place. 
Do you do that by being understanding and 
cuddly? No , you’ve got to lay down the law 

How was the experience filming the show? 

T’he amount of testosterone on that set is 
lunatic, and yet we all got along; there were 
not conflicts. ... It was a fri ekin’ love fest. 

It’s just a good group of people. They have 
done an amazing job of casting this show 
because everyone exists so well together. 


You filmed both your shows at once— 
''Sanctuary" in Vancouver and "Hell on 
Wheels" near Alberta in Calgary. 

I would arrive to work at “Sanctuary” at 
four in the morning, shoot all day. The 
car would pick me up and drive me to the 
airport. I’d get on the 10:30 flight, arrive 
Calgary at 12:30, i in the morning. Get 
into the hotel; get picked up at 6 the next 
morning. Drive to set and either stay for 
a day or two and then jump on a plane, 
fly back the next night, get up at 4 in the 
morning, back on “Sanctuary.” And that was 
basically what it was like for five months. 
And it was fantastic. I was in heaven. 

Whaf s coming up for Bigfoot in 
"Sanctuary?" (Which airs at 9 p.m. Fridays 
on Syfy.) 

What’s coming up for Biggie is probably 
the biggest challenge of his hundred-year 
existence and the biggest challenge of his 
relationship with Magnus in the Sanctuary. 

You have "The Twilight Saga: Breaking 
Dawn— Part 1" too. Tell me about playing 
Marcus. 

Marcus ... is not terribly active in society 
anymore, but he certainly observes 
and feels and ponders and yearns and 
reminisces. In a way, that’s very much my 
experience in this whole thing because 
I am in it and yet I’m not a part of the 
madness like a lot of the young people. I get 
to witness this kind of event that doesn’t 
come along very often. ... So it’s quite an 
experience.

Christopher Heyerdahl’s name is synonymous with such charac- 
ters as John Druitt and Bigfoot of “Sanctuary,” Todd the Wraith of 
“Stargate Atlantis” and the vampire Marcus in the “Twilight” films. 

Add to that list The Swede, his menacing character on AAIC’s 
post-Civil War Western, “Hell on Wheels,” which airs at 9 p.m. 
Sunday after “The Walking Dead.” 

“Isn’t he amazing? What a great character, huh?” Heyerdahl asked 
me during a recent interview, giving credit to pretty much everyone 
on the production but himself. 

Yet Heyerdahl turns in the unforgettable, Emmy-worthy per- 
formance as The Swede. As head of security for railroad boss Doc 
Durant (Colm Meaney), The Swede polices the lawless tent city 
dubbed Hell on Wheels that has sprung up around the westward 
construction of the Union Pacific Railroad. 

Heyerdahl called from Vancouver, B.C., to chat about tapping his 
Norwegian heritage to play The Swede, how he filmed two series at 
being in the “Twilight” movies.

Pain-free 
bikini wax? 

That doesn’t exist, but we’ll get you closer

A couple of months ago, I was lured into a high-end salon on the promise, trumpeted in an 
enthusiastic news release, of a “pain-free” Brazilian bikini wax. 

What that meant, I discovered upon arrival, was that I would have my choice of squeeze toys 
while the spirited aesthetician distracted me with fun conversation. Considering the barbarity 
of a Brazilian— which, for those who don’t know, leaves you as bare as the day you were born— I 
was not reassured. 

“There is no such thing as a pain-free Brazilian,” the aesthetician, as friendly as advertised, 
confirmed as I climbed onto the table. “You are violently ripping hair out of your body” 

White knuckles clutching a rubber cow in one hand and pig in the other, I endured a wax as 
excruciating and humiliating as ever— knee out, leg up, hold that taut, flip over— despite our 
lovely conversation about restaurants. 

So, distractions alone do not ease waxing torture. But there are techniques and products that 
can make it more tolerable. 

Michelle D’Allaird, a licensed aesthetician and owner of Aesthetic Science Institute in 
Latham, N.Y., offered these tips for mitigating the pain of a bikini wax. 

» Make sure you go to an experienced waxer who is knowledgeable about propping the skin, pull- 
ing the wax and treating the skin post-wax. 

» Avoid getting waxed a week before and a week after your period, when you’re most sensitive. 

» Hair ideally should be 1/8- to 1/4-inch long. Anything longer will be painful, shorter might not 
grab. 

»Take ibuprofen (Advil, Motrin; not aspirin) 30 to 60 minutes before your appointment. 

» Generally, opt for hard wax over soft wax. 

»Get waxed every four to six weeks. When it’s done regularly, the hair thins and comes out easier. 
» If skin is irritated afterward, ice for three to five minutes. 

» Do not get waxed if you’ve been suntanning in the past three to five days or exfoliated that day. 
Also, taking antibiotics sensitizes the skin, so wait five to seven days after discontinuing antibiotics 
before getting waxed. 


Numbing 
creams 

Among the brands of numbing 
creams and sprays that purport to 
dull the pain of waxing, BareEase 
and Cream is the most specifically 
tailored to bikini waxes. 

You’re supposed to apply the 
cream 30 to 45 minutes before 
your scheduled wax, then put on 
the latex panties and go about your business while the 
cream absorbs. When you arrive for your appointment, 
you take off the panties, wipe away excess cream and 
settle in for an “ouchless” wax. The numbing properties last 
another 30 minutes before they start to wear off. 

To test the cream, I applied it to half of my bikini area. 

I was lying on the waxing table 45 minutes later. First the side with the cream. Ouch. 
Definitely felt that. Then she went to the non-numb side. Ouch! That hurt even more. 

Ultimately, BareEase significantly reduced the sting but didn’t eliminate it.
